TT HAT Partof the Letter which was inferted in 
: the Courant abovefaid, ended with thefe Words, 
* Ecclefiaftical Cenfures were at firft introduc’d for 
© maintaining Purity of Manners among Chriftians, 
* and that fuch who led vicious and difiolute Lives, 
* might be for a Time excluded from the facred Or- 
£ dinances : But the Pride of the Popes rofe at length 
* to thar Pitch, that they excommunicated whole 
> States, Kings, and Emperors ; thus trampling under 
‘ Foor thofe from whom they had receiv’d all their 
* Honour aad Prerogative. The Writer proceeds, 
Thus thofe, ‘whom the Apoftles commanded to 
teach Subjects Obedience to Rulers, did not only 
themfelves fly in the Face of the higher Powers, but 
took upon them to abfolve others from their Allegi- 
ance, and to deftroy the Powers ordained by God. 
‘This they -durft not do while the Roman Empire 
ftood : But as the Authority of the Emperors declin’d 


in the Weft, they affum’d by Degrees the Rights of © 


the Empire to themfelves. * Nay, they. durft not 
\ Openly avow their Preientions as long as the Autho- 
rity of the Greck Emperors remain’d in Italy : Nor 
even while the Go:hs, and after them the Lombards 
bore Rule: Bur when the former were fubdued by 
Juftinian, and the latter by Charlesthe Great, they 
let Loofe the Reirs cf their Ambition, Firft, they 
forbid the Romans’ and I:alians to pay Tribute to 
the Ewperors : And when thofe People thought them- 
felves at Liberty, their Necks being freed from the 
Yoke both of the Greeks, and of the Barbarians, 
the Fores clowm’d them for their Subjects, by Virmue 
of the Donetion they feign’d vo be made rothe Roman 
See by Conftantine the Great: They eafily obtain’d 
a Confirmaticn of that Donation form Charles the 
Great, heir Forgery being eafily cover'd inthofe Times 
of Darknefs, and he being willing to make them aa 
Acknowledgment for their making him Emperor: 
Yet he ‘rcferv’d to himfelf the Right of nominating 
the Bifhops cf Rome, and the fame defcended to his 
Succeffors ; but at length,inthe 11th Century, oe 
ope 
* The World is) finely chang’d fince the Time of 
Pope Adrian, who in his Letters to, the Second Coun- 
cil of Nice, addreffes himfelf to. the Emperor Con- 
ftantine the Son of Irene, in thefe- Terms: ‘ We do 
« moft earneftly fupplicate your Clemency ; and as 
4 if we were prefent, we proftrate our felves at 
‘ your Feet, I and my Brethren. Then the Popes 
kifs'd the Emperors Feet, now the Emperors kifs 
theirs. 


Ta 679 Pope Agathon befought the Emperor Con- | 


fiantine, to remit the Tribute which the Bifhops of 
Rome ufually paid to the Emperor for their Confe- 
cration: He little thought of obliging the Emperors 
on the Day of their Coronation to caufe a Sum of 

_ Money to laid at the Pope’s Feet, in Token of 
Subjedtion, as the Emperors of Germany haye fince 
been oblig’d to do. 


Pope Gregory VII. elevated the Romith Hierarchy to 
‘Its higheft Pitch. For he not contesting bimfeif with 
renouncing Obedience to the Emperor tienry 1V. 
offer’d to take from him the Right of nominating 
Bithops ; and the Emperor infifting upon thet Right, 
he excommunicated him, and railing a powenal 
Faction againft him depriv’d him of the ju perial 
Dignity: In thort, being roo hatd for the Em- 
peror, he not ouly oblig’a the Bithops within tne 
Limits of the Roman Empire to own him by Oath 
for their Head; but endeavom'’d to impofe rhe 
fame Oath on all other Bifhops. This was the 
more eafy for the Popes to bring about, becaufe 
the frequent Pilgrimages to the holy Places at Rome, 
which retain’d {uch noble Remains of its ancient Ma, 
jefty and Grandeur, infpir’d thofe who made thofe 
Pilgrimages with a Reverence for the Roman See. 
Some Bifhops were tempted by Benefices ; others 
Were intimidated ; the beft Preferments of the 
Church were beftow'd upon the moft unworthy 
Perfons provided they would be fupple and obedient ; 
and thofe Perfons not being able to keep thofe Pre- 
fermenrs without being fupported by the Popes ; 
their Authority grew to be fo great, that at length 
Bithops were under a Neceffity to procure their 
Pallsfrom Rome. This Authority was corroborated by 
new Rights founded on the decretal Epiftles ; which 
tho’ impious and abfurd, were pronounc’d to be of 
equal Authority withthe infpired Writings, and were 
eafily impos’d as {uch upon the then illiterate World,’ 

After this if any Controverfy arofe berween Kings 
and their Subjects, they took on them to pro- 
nounce a Decifion upon them, to forbid the pay- 


-ing of Taxes, and to diffolve Treaties. Some 


Kings indeed there were, who ftrenuoufly defended 
the Rights of their Crowns ; efpecially the Kings 
of * France and England, whom the Popes could. 
by no Threats prevail upon to yield to them in all 
things, no not when thofe Kings did in a Manner 
adore the Roman See. 

Thefe things I have related pretty largely, though 
not fo fully as the Subject merits ; to thew upon 
what Foundations the Romifh Hierarchy ftands ; and 
that it is not eftablith’d upon a divine Command, 
nor with a juft Defign, nor by honcft Methods ; 
but that it had its Birth from Pride, and its. Growth 


from Fraud, Injuftice, and Ufurpation of the Rights . 


of Lawful Princes.. 


* What is more remarkable in Hiftory than the 
Spirit truly Royal wich which King Philip le bel 


treated Pope Boniface VIII in the Year 1302 ? That 


‘Monfter of Pride being incens’d againft the King, 
for imprifoning the Bifhop of Pamiers for diffaming 
him with his {currilous Tongue, and more for his 
Majefty’s taking upon him to collate to Benefices ; 
commanded him to fet that Bifhop at Liberty, and 
fent him the following Letter. , 
‘ Fear God and keep his Commandments: Be 
* it known to thee, that thou art fubject to us in 
* things Spiritual and Temporal ; that Collation to 
* Benefices does not belong tothee ; If therefore thou 
‘ haft any vacant in thy Hands, we will chat thou 
‘ keep the Revenues of them for the Succeffors to 
the {aid Benefices And if thou haft difpos'd of 
. any, 
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aay, we that fuch Collatioas be taken for 
nail we revoke and annull them. Thofe who 
® believe otherwife we hold for Hereticks.

“to chy great Souithnefs, that in things temporal 
we are fubject co no Man.

 wacant Benefices, belong to us by Right of Roy- 
aley. That the Collations made, .or that fhall here- 
© after be made by us, fhall be valids; and that by 
# virtue thereof we will couragioufly defend the Per- 
* fons poflefs'd of them. Thole who believe other- 
¢ wife we hold for Foolsand Madmen, = 
The Pope enrag’d excommunicaies the King, but 
no Perfon durft publith thac Excommunication, or 
carry it into France. The King fummon‘d his 
‘Knights, Barons, and Prelates to Paris ; and ask'a 
them of whom they held their Fiefs and Ecclefiaitical 
Revenues. They anfwer'd they beld them of che 
King, and not of the Pope, whom they charg’d with 
-Herefy, Murther, and other Crimes. In the mican 
time the Pope endeavour'd to excite Germany and 
the Low Countries againft France: Bui che King 
fent to Italy William de Nogaret, who being ailifted 
by the Counfel of Sciarra a Pole, tovk ihe Pope 
at Anagnia, and fetting him upon a forry Horte, 
carried him Prifoner to Rome, where he died of 


Grief and Vexation. ’Tis worth noting, that rhe - 


- Pope who threw his Thunder at Kings, had fo 
Power at Rome, and was fo ill belov’d by the Ped- 
le, that not a Roman would liit a Hand co free che 
ihhop of Rome from fuch hard contempsuous 
Ufage even in Rome it felf.
